LATEST KENTUCKY TURF GOSSIP 



Kay Spence’s Horses to Summer at Douglas Park — 
J. B. Campbell Leaves for Michigan. 

' Louisville, Ky., July 22. — The horses of Kay 
Silence, W. IV. Darden, tl. Knebelkamp and Char- 
ley Kowe have arrived at Douglas Park from La- 
tonia, and will lie summered at that <-ourse. All 
of the horses in those four stables have had a 
hard spring of it and freslnuiing them up will no 
doubt help tlieni considerably. 

Word has iH-eu reeidved from Latonia that sev- 
eral of the liig stables wliieh contemplated an 
eastern campaign are still unable to get express 
cars and It is doubtful when they will get away. 
Those which wore hound for Empire City will now 
no doubt be sent on to .Saratoga. 

Gene Elrod, wlio has charge of the pari-mutuel 
deiiartmeiits ou the Kentucky eireuit, took a few of 
his employes to Toleilo, O., for the Grand Circuit 
meeting, at which the “iron men” will be used 
for the first time. Following the close at Toledo, 
Elrotl will return here for tlie summer. 

Hundley Baker will not ship his horses east, 
as was ills intention, but will summer them at 
I,atoni;i. His tlmroughbreds have liad a strenuous 
cumpuign this year, and they will no doubt be 
iH'nefitled by a good rest. 

Jocke.v Uoseoe Goose, who intended to ride at 
Saratoga, lias returm-d to his home here and will 
rest np until fall. Goose was seriously injured last 
spring at I^-xiiigton, but is too game to let a 
thing like getting liurt make him retire from the 
saddle, and he says that he will be* back “wltli 
the bells ou” when racing is resumed in Kentucky 
again. 

J. B. Campbell, racing secretary at Chiirehill 
Downs, Douglas Park and Latonia, has left ou an 
automobile trip to Bellaire, Mieh. Mr. Campbell 
lias liad a strenuous siege, as he worked all win- 
ter at New tlrleans and Hot Springs, witli- the ex- 
ception of a few we*eks, wiieu lie was confined in a 
hospital in the former city with apiieudieitis and he 
plans to take a good rest this summer. 

IV. II. Shelley, whose liome is in tliis city, and 
who is a placing judge at all of the Kentucky 
tracks, is serving as clerk of the scales at Empire 
City now. He will return home for the summer 
at the couelusiou of that meeting. 

FILLY BELLSOLAR TURNED OUT. 

Dr. Henry Hartliill has fired Bellsolar, the good 
two-year-old filly owned by the estate of W. F. 
Schulte, and several times a winner ou tlie Ken- 
tucky eireuit last spring. Trainer James Ever- 
maii brought her down to Douglas Park. Bellsolar 
develoiM*d ankle trouble late in tlie siiring, but 
Evermau tliiuks that It will not be of a serious 
nature, aud now that she has been fired, he exiieets 
her to be better than ever next fall. Everman has 
Jake Greenberg’s horses in charge, including 
Churchill Downs, which won a race at the recent 
Latonia mi*cting. 

W. A. Kirwaii. bookkeeiier at Douglas Park and 
Latonia, lias arrived from the Milldale course. It 
took Kirwan several days to get his affairs straight- 
ened away, and he came liuine as soon as he saw 
that everything was sailing smoothly. 

John Daniels, who formerly roile for E. K. Brad- 
h*y, hut will! this spring has lieeu employed by the 
A. K. JlacomlH'r stahh*, is able to lie around again 
after having been confined to his bed for a month 
with stomach trouldc. Daniels could not even go 
to Latonia witli the Maeomber horses because of 
his serious couditiou, but he is in the best of health 
now aud will reiiort to trainer Walter Jennings at 
Saratoga. 

Mike Quinn, who has been couneeted with the 
siKirt of running riu-es for mure than a «iuarter 
of a century, is one ia*rson who contends that 
jockey Harry Lunsford is the best rider seen in the 
Blue Grass State, or an.v idace else for that matter, 
in years. Mike has worked in the jockeys’ room 
ou numerous tracks aud has been tlirown iuto close 
contact with hundreds of the country’s best riders, 
but he says tliat he has never seen Lunsford’s et|ual 
from an.v staiidiioint. “Jockey Saude is a high-class 
rider,” said Quinn, “but he will have to show me 
at Saratoga that he is a better one than Luns- 
ford.” 

Jockey Chris Miller, wlio has been under contract 
to A. F. Dayton for several years, is siiendiug the 
summer in tliis city. Chris was iiijiiri-d in a fall 
at Douglas I’ark, but not seriously eiioiigli to cause 
liiiu to iiiiit ridiug. He is above the draft age 
and is one of tiie real veterans of the saddle. 

Jack Adkins, owner of Woodiiile, which won a 
race and finished second in two starts this spring, 
is one of the late arrivals here. Jack sent Wood- 
pile back to I,cxingtou to siieud the summer.

New York, July 22. — Tlie still beat was propitloits 
for Sliced and two traek rt*eonls were broken at 
Empire City before a gooilly erowd. wliieh sweltered 
ill the hot sun. Tlie main attraction of the after- 
noon was the Fleetwing Handicap and the presence 
of Jack Hare Jr., which was added at the last 
monient, aroused keen interest in its decision. How- 
ever, in resiM*ct to Jack Hare Jr., it was a case of 
the pitcher going to the well once too often. After 
Jack Hare Jr.’s easy victory in the Empire City 
Derby Satunlay, his trainer figured that it was 
not asking too much of the game eolt to start 
in twluy’s race. However, results proviNl tliat the 
Applegate i-olt found the task of eoiieediiig so niiieli 
weight beyond bis iiowers, althougli the delay at 
the start may have been in a measure resiiousible 
for it. 

Starter Cassid.v’s iiatieni-e was sorely trieil by all 
the starters in the feature race with the exception 
of Bally. For four minnti*s b**fore the start there 
was a siiuirming mass, aud certain it is Jack Hare 
Jr. must have suffered wUb bis big weight up. 
Old K<K*uig hapiieiied to be several lengths back 
when the remaluder of the field were straight- 
ened out and he was led up and off iii motion 
when the barrier arose. 

With such an advantage Old Ku«‘iiig soon oii»*ned 
np a eoiumaiiding lead and, racing at a terrific 
siH“i*d, easily held sway to the end. The sjieedy 
Flags raced after the flyini,' leader aud made a 
game but unavailing ehalleuge on the fur turn, 
and was tiring at the end. Jack Hare Jr. was third 
aud Papp fourth. Papp made up ground iu the 

stretch and si*t*ms improving.

J. S. Tyree’s colt Sea Pirate gave further evi- 
dence toda.T that he is a two-year-old of more than 
onliuary nicrit. when he conceded niiicli weight to 
Tlie 15o.v and Cliasseur and beat tliem decisively in 
the five aud u half furlougs dash, which started 
the da.v’s proceedings. Ineideiitally, Sea I’irate 
scored his fourth straight victory and iu running 
today’s race in 1:03%, he hung up a new track 
mark for the distance. 

Tlie setsiud race resulted in a runaway victory for 
Jack Stuart. Tlie Murruiie eolt was the outstanding 
choice amon.g the oral siieeulators, who were given 
a few anxious moments at the start, when the fav- 
orite was piiuhed back, causing liim to lose sever.il 
lengths. However, Ensor took Jack Stuart to the 
outside aud the English-bred colt, disphiyiiig re- 
inarkabU* siieed, soon overhauled the leaders and 
once ill the lead, it was all over but tlie shouting. 

Perugiiio was the elioiee of the Kentuckians in 
the mile aud seventy yards dash, run as the third 
race, but after a brief display of sliced, quit and 
dropiied buck. The wiuuer turned up iu Jefferson 
Livingston’s Aldebaran, whieli escaiied the early 
crowding and, racing into a big lead, was only can- 
tering at the end. 

The French-bred L’lufirmier, iHter many at- 
tempts, fiiiall.v broke iuto the winning column, when 
he easily accounted for the fifth race. He was well 
ridden and, after closely following the pait'maker 
to the stretch, easily disiKised of him iu the final 
sixteenth and drew away at the end. 

Starter t^assiily decided that Rowan was res|ion- 
sible for Lord Brighton’s >iost behavior ou Saturday 
and susiiended him for the remainder of the meet- 
ing.

TOUGH SEASON FOR SCHORR STABLE 

Memphia Turfman Had Only One Winner During 

Entire Kentucky Spring and Summer Racing. 

Lniisville, K.v., July 22. — The end of the spring 
and snninier raeing season in Kentucky found J. W. 
Schorr “chainiiion” of the "hard luck” division, tind 
further still, his had lin k sivtns to tie pursuing liim. 
since llie sjairt wound up in the Blue Grass State. 
.\fter going sixty-six racing days and winning only 
one raee. tlie Meiniiliis turfman deeided that his 
staiile needed new blood. .\ccordingly he pnr- 

ehasi*d Lady Ivan from W. W. Darden after she was 
lieaten a nose in a three-quarters raee by Blue 

Paradise, and he figured that lie would win a few 
raees and wagers with lier :it Empire City and 
Saratoga. 

Fate deerecd otherwise, liowever. On tlie way 

to New York Lady Ivan broke down in the ear 
and it is doubtful if trainers Louis Tatilier and 
Eddie D<‘11ing will be aide to got lier to the raees 
Iiefore fall at tlie earliest. The mishap to Lady 
Ivan was a most nnnsual one, and only a man in 
the liardest kind of luek eould liave had it happen 
to one of Ills horses. It is not an uiieonimon thing 
for iiorses to hi*;*ak down either in rac«*s or while 
working in the morning, but to have one go wrong 
while standing still in a ear is alwuit tlie limit. 

The onlv race that Schorr won in Kentucky 

profited liim only to the extent of the purse value, 
John IV. Klein, as erratic a thoronghhri'd as ever 
lived, was till* only representative from the Schorr 
estalilisliment to get down in front, and he paid a 
•"liatfiil” to straight tickets of .$2 denomination. 
They called for something in excess of $-'»0 eaeli. 
On the day that he won, Schorr, a.s usual this 
spring, figured several horses in tlie raee with 
lietter ehaiiees than his, and he let him run un- 
liaeked. So litllo confidence did lie liave in him 
tliat when Mrs. Schorr started to send a messenger 
to the betting ring with ?1."> to wager “tliroiigli 
the Isiard” for lier tliat Schorr :idvised her to “save 
her money, ” which slie did. 

This marked the first time in years tliat the 
Seliorr stable lias not been one of tin* principal 
money winners as far as purs«*s were eoneerned. 
However, the two best Iiorses in the harn. Harr.v 
Kelley and Butterscotch II., were on the ailing list 
tliroiiglioiit the sjiring and neither could be gotten to 
the iKisl. .las. T. Clark, wliieh started at New 
Orleans last winter as though he was going to lie 
a strong eontender in tlie three-year-old division, 
fizzled out to nothing. He won Iiis initial start in 
till* Crescent City and he gave local turf patrons 
food for gossip as to his cliances in tlie Kentneky 
Di*rhy, liut after his p<>rfonnanees this spring he is 
a sure tiling to run in claiming and s(*lling shakes 
ill tlie east and in Kentneky when the fall season 
rolls around. 

,4s gn'.at as liis reverses may lie, Seliorr fortified 
liimself against them by tlie sale of (’ndgel for 
$.3(l.iHHl last winter. At that had he n'talned the 
great sou of BriHimsIiek — Eugenia Biireli, lie no 
doubt would have won that much in stake money 
witli him thus far iliis year, to say iiottiiiig of tlie 
wagers he eould have won. He would still have 
the horse to take east and he would have 1 m*(*ii 
more valiiahio than ever. 



HARO PICKINGS FOR THE KENTUCKIANS 

Western Horses Racing at the Empire City Track 
Have to Date Met with Scant Success. 

New York, July 22. — The Kentucky contingent 
which has lieen arriving here for the past week or 
so. to date lias cat little figure in the Empire Cit.v 
racing. (Jnii'liide was responsible for a livel.v i:i- 
terest on the part of the raeing crowd earlier in 
the week, hut after her miserahle failure, there was 
an ineliiiation to slick to the old favorites whieli 
liave lieeii raeing around New York since the season 
o|H*ned. Frida.v tlie Kentuckians created a strong 
market for Night Owl and Bnford, hut thi*y alone 
suffered through the double setback, as the east- 
eriu*rs would have none of them. 

Paddoi'k gossip would indicate that the wisonns's 
don’t look for inueli li«*tter sneeess for the Kentucky 
hors<*s in the future. There are no outstanding can- 
didates for tlie richer events and the two-year- 
old division aiipareiilly eontaiiis notliing that will 
take the measure of the foremost eastern young- 
sters. 

“K«*ntnek.v se*enis to lx* short on good-class horses 
this year,” said one prominent trainer. "Tliey 
may send sonietliing direct to Saratoga tliat will 
cause IIS to o|H'n our eyes, but on what we have 
.s«*en, it apiK-ars certain tlie rieli Spa stakes will Is* 
won chief 1.V li.v eastiTn horses, at least both in tin* 
two and tIire«*-.ve:ir-old divisions. 

“Tlie Saratoga atninspliere may iron out the kinks 
of some of the older horses that have lieen jier- 
forming in Keiitnek.v. Imt that is liardly prohahl**. 
The rail's rnii liy Exterminator, Joliren, War Cloud. 
Jack Hare ,lr.. Cudgel, Roamer and one or two 
others indicates tliat the western horses will have 
miglity iKMir picking. 

“With yoiingsters like Elfin Queen, l,ord Rriglilon.

.senting the east, honors in the two-year-old division 
apiK*ars just as safe for tliat s<*i*tion of tlie eoiintry.”
